24 and 25), "JP '857 performs a connection check of two lines between two LSrs and does not perfomi a connection check of bus lines". 
The Examiner asserts that bus is defined as one or more conductors used for transmitting signals or power from one or more sources to 
one or more destinations (see The Authoritative Dictionary of IEEE Standards and Terms), hence the two lines between two LSI's in 
JP'857 are bus lines. 

The Applicant contends (in reference to claims 18, 24 and 25), "JP '857 fails to show transferring of inverted data from a first 
semiconductor device to a second semiconductor device". The Examiner asserts that that none of claims 18, 24 and 25 specifically recite 
transferring of inverted data from a first semiconductor device to a second semiconductor device. 
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
